Mercury found in 
abandoned van

It started out as "show 
and tell” - three boys, stu- 
dents at Glades Central 
High School, found four 
pints of mercury in an 
abandoned van at 824 N.E. 
25th Street, Belle Glade. 
It's ended up a major prob- 
lem which has drawn 
éxperts from DEP, EPA, and 
OHM to help our.area deal 
with the toxic material. 

Now, the mercury is show- 
ing up in blood and urine 
samples taken from some 
children who played with 
the mercury. 

The van is on the proper- 
ty of Torhmy Y. Housch, who 
has told police he doesn't 
own the vehicle. 

Inorganic mercury, (not 
the kind you may. have 
played with as a child if 
you broke a thermometer,) 
was taken home from the 
van by the boys over a week 
ago. Not knowing it was 
toxic, they then distributed 
the mercury to their friends 
in aspirin bottles and baby 
jars. 

When one mother realized 
last Thursday night that 
her child was. playing with 
mercury, she called the fire 
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department. The fire and 
police departments then 
began going door-to-door in 
the neighborhood through- 
out the night, waking up 
families and testing the 
children. 

Over 310 people have 
been examined for mercury 
toxins, according to Dr. 
Jean Malecki, director of 
the Palm Beach County 
Public Health Unit. 

Fourteen families have 
been evacuated from their 
homes while a team from 
the Ehvironmental Protec- 
tion Agency cleans their 
homes with a special vacu- 
um. Glades’ Central High 
School was closed Monday 
after 13 rooms were found 
to be contaminated from 
children bringing the mer- 
cury to school. Some played 
with the silver balls on 
their desk tops. 

Inhaling mercury vapors 
may cause serious respira- 
tory problems. Symptoms 
may also include fever, 
chills, rash, nausea, chest 
pain, personality changes, 
weight loss, irritability, 
fatigue, nervousness, 
tremors and confusion.

Palm Glade Apartments 
to be auctioned off

The Palm Beach County Com- 
mission voted Aug. 23 to turn over 
ownership and management of 
Palm Glade Apartments after 
eight years of litigation and more 
than $10 million in county tax 
expenses. The new management 
of the 384-unit will be Palm Beach 
County Housing Partnership 
Incorporated, a private, non-profit 
corporation. 

Palm Beach County utilized 
more than $9.2 million on the low- 
income apastment complex from 
1987 to 1990 after developer 
Leonard Briscoe was unable to 
complete the $23 million construc- 
tion. Since 1991 the county has 
spent another $1 million to subsi-

dize the operations and the debt 


payments. 

Palm Glade Apartments will be 
auctioned off in September. The 
housing partnership can bid on 
the complex and hopefully try to’ 
reduce the $900,000 a year debt 
cost through refinancing and take 
over operating and debt costs, The 
partnership will also pay the coun- 
ty $100,000 from the sale of tax 
credits on the property, and if they 
generate excess revenue, that 
money will also go to the county to 
help pay off the $9.2 million it has 
invested into the housing project. 

Presently, Mr. Briscoe is serv- 
ing a two-year prison sentence for 
giving an illegal gratuity to a U.S. 
Department of Housing and 
Urban Development official.

The EC is the major exporter 
of heayily subsidized products 
containing sugar and blends 
into the U.S., and Canada gets 
around the import quota the 
same way - it imports sugar 
from abroad. and then re- 
exports it to the U.S. in the.

The net effect is to compromise 
our sugar program, costing jobs 
in the U.S. and in Third World 
countries that would otherwise 
export more to us. 

So, how can we challenge 
that train wreck of a trade poli- 
cy that leaves our farmers and 
workers victims of a hostile 
trade environment?

The Palm Beach County

The Red Cross Family Ser- 
vices works to assist families 
as they try to regain control 
and routine in their lives dis- 
rupted, in this case, by mer- 
cury contamination. 


Comfort kits include such 
personal hygiene items as 
soap, tooth brush and tooth 
paste, and are packed sepa- 
rately for men, women and 
children. 

The American Red Cross vol- 
unteers, which on Sunday 
numbered 15, are concentrat- 
ing much of their effort on the 
Mass Care services which 
include regular meals ang 
snacks to those displaced from 
their homes and those working 
to restore the community. 
Everyday the mass care unit is 
in operation, the volunteers 
serve three hot meals a day 
and refreshments around the 
clock. On Sunday evening the 
meal total reached 980 meals 
and will climb into the thou- 


sands on Monday. The Red 
Cross has provided 1,600 
refreshments. The beverage 
and snack service is offered to 
help the clean-up workers in 
the field to combat fatigue and 
heat. 

The Palm Beath County
